Loighton may roach S2M,000. Loighton lias 
been clerk of tho court since ISO?, but ro- 
fiigned a few weeks ago. All fines, costs, and 
foes paid the control municipal court passed 
through liia hands. It is said that no munici- 
pal court in tho country does nioro business. 
Kov the llrst fewyears of bis service ho turned 
over to tho proper authorities an average ot 
jTI.OO) a year, but from 1S75 to iSSO ho 
turned over on an average only $lu,000 a 
year. Tho amount of business transacted by 
Uio court, however, has suffered no such de- 
crcmso as this. It is said that there has been 
gro.s.s negligence in rite auditing of tho ac- 
counts, and the responsibility for this rate 
between Cliief Justice Parmontor and City 
Auditor Dodge. 


Leighton's salary was fS.'JOO per annum. 


He is not a man of dissipated habits and 
hai lived with his Invalid wife in a quiet 
house on tho Back bay, la a manner befitting 
his salary, and it was a mystery to tLfl half 
dozen people who recently wore made aware 
o£ his misdeeds what ho had dono with the 
money. Ho is assessed at about $44,000. 
Stock speculation is tho only answer that 
suggests itself. Tho police have not thus far 
received any instructions to act 
in tho 


promises, as tho export's work is still unfin- 
ished. It is probable, however, that a war- 
rant will be issued at once. Itis not believed 
that Loightou will attempt to escape. Ho is 
an old man already, and It is understood ho 
is aware that some sort of an investigation is 
in progress.

That gor.tlo- 
mnn came ta tho door. "Mr. Loigbton," said 
tho reporter, "I am n newspaper representa- 
tive. 
I understand that you uro short in 


your accounts."

"Sir, if there Is any shortage in my accounts 
I am good for is." 


"But," persisted tho reporter, "I under- 


stand the amount is largo—if2')0,000.

know. I can't say. I won't say anything 
about it."

VEUOPS A BIG RIOT. 


Lootcn of a Butclior'i Shop "Stood 
Off 


with a Revolver—Turbulent Strikers 
Raise Cnln In Scotland—Still Talking 
Ireland In Parliament—Socialists Killed 
la Germany. 


LONDON, Fob. y.—Ton thousand Socialists 


mot in Clorkonwell Tuesday evening and sub- 
sequently marched in procession, in deDanco 
of the government prohibition promulgated 
Monday. Hundreds of mounted police wero 
on tho spot, but thoir prosonco did not pre- 
vent tho speakers from giving utterance to 
most incendiary speeches. An attempt on 
tho part of tho Socialists was mado to light 
torches preparatory to forming a procession, 
but tho police interfered and tho mob 
parsed, breaking into threo parties and link- 
ing three different routes. This ploco of strat- 
egy rendered tho force of police on tho 
ground wholly inadequate to control the en- 
tiro number ol Socialists, compelling the 
former to also divide ;itsolf into throe par- 
ties. 


Tho Socialist contingent -which marched 


in tho direction of tho city armed themselves 
•with pieces of granito, which wore lying loose 
in tho street where they wore needed to re- 
pair tho pavement, and began smashing tho 
windows of shops and houses en route. Tho 
crowd attempted to loot a butcher shop, but 
wero mot at tho door by tho owner, who 
emptied n revolver into tho mob, driving 
them away, but doing nobody injury. Tho 
rioters wore mot at Nowgato by a strong 
force of police and quickly dispersed. Several 
of Uio most demonstrative of the mob wore 
arrested. Tho sections of tho original mob 
which started west from Clerkonwell sus- 
tained a gradual depletion of numbers before 
any damage was done, and disappeared, 
thanks to tho extremely cold weather ami 
tho absence of organization or leadership in 
thoir ranks. 


THE REMEDY FOR IRELAND. 


John Morloy SayH It Must Ho Solf-Cov- 


ornmont. 


LOTTDON, Feb. 0.—In tho house of com-, 


mons Tuesday night John Morley, resuming 
tho debate on tho address, declared that 
thoro was no remedy for tho Irish crisis 
short of giving self-government to Irelttiul. 
Tho amendment offered by Ponioll, he Biid, 
pointed out tho only possible policy under 
which Ireland could bo governed. Tim rem- 
edy which Hartington h.'id nil vncatud at a 
recent meeting in Newcastle amounted sim- 
ply to compulsory migration or emigration, 
and it would be Imjjossiblo to effect oithor of 
theso without regard to tho wishes of the peo- 
plo. 


Jacob Bright, Gladstonlnn member for 


Manchester, southwest, said that failing to 
govern Ireland was no discredit to England, 
Tha discredit was iu the refusal of tho gov- 
ernment to abandon an impossible task. An 
attempt to govern by force h;id foiled in 
America and Canada, and would also fail 
b Ireland. 


Gibson, Conservative member for tho Wal- 


ton division of Liverpool,defended tho action 
of tho English government in excluding Ro- 
man Catholics from tho jury-box, saying it 
was tho duty of tho crown to insure the se- 
lection of jurors of independent minds. 


Thomas P. O'Connor said tho government 


had at last admitted that tho accusation of 
jury packing brought against it was true. 
Doubtless, ho said, Mr. Dillon would bo tried 
by a packed jurjk 


Labor Itiot In.Scotland. 


GLASGOW, Feb. 0.—The striking minors 


at Blantyro became riotous Tuesday and 
started in a body through tho streola looting 
ihopsand destroying whatever came In their 
™y. Troops wero called out and quelled 
tho riot. 


Tho Blantyro rioters again assembled after 


being dispersed by tho military and made an 
assault on the StoneCold prison, which they 
took possession of by storm and rescued their 
comrades who had boon arrested. 
They 


mado another attack upon tho shops and 
housos, many o£ wliicb they looted and left 
n a wrecked condition. Constables wore 
injured in their efforts to quoll the riots and 
defend tho station houso. 


War on tlio Socialist!* in Germany. 


BERLIN, Feb. 0.—In a moloo botwcon tho 


police and tho Socialists, which occurred at 
Stettin Tuesday, throo Socialists wcro killed 
and many wounded. A number of Social- 
ists wore arrosted ut Magdeburg, Including 
Horr Soino, Socialist member ot tbo lost 
roichstag and a candidate for re-election, and 
tlio ontiro Socialist election committee.
